That men may come therefore to ſome un- 
derſtanding thereof, I ſhall firſt ſpak of the 
Heavenly and of the Earthly Globes, and the ſe- 
veral matters incident thereunto. Then I 
ſhall alſo make a brief deſcription of rhe 
foure parts of the earth, and che countries 11 each 
part , the ſeveral Religions profeſled 1n them; 
wich their yarieties of trade and commodities 
therein, neyer yer ſet forth 11 a Treatiſe of this 
nature, | 

The whole world therefore is divided into 
rwo parts, Erhereal,or Celeſtial, and Elemental; 
Of which there are rwo Globes accordingly , the 
heavenly and the earthly ; Now a Globe is a 
proportionable repreſentation of the heavens or 
of the earth; the Erhereal, Celeſtial, or heavenly 
part doth compals the Tetreſtial nr earthly, and 
containerh rhe ten upper Spheres , or neerel} un- 
to the eartn, the Moon 2, Mercury 3, Ve- 


»”1s 4. the Sun 5, Mars 6. Tupiter 7. Saturn $8, 


the ſtarrie firmament 9. the Chry/talline heaven, 
having no ſtars at all, 10, the Prinmys Mobile , ot 
firſt mover , containing all the reſt within it, and 
moving from the ealt co the weſt, carrierh about 
with 1t 1n violence all the other' Spheres. The 
re{t of the Spheres have contrary motions, every 
one 1n his kind, though far flowerthen the other, 
& the motions are contrary from the weſt to the 


eaſt; and ſo arecarried about oftentimes by the 


frſt 
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ficſt mover, before they make one perfeR revolu- 
t10n 11 themſelves, | 

The Chryſtline or ninth ſphere his motion is 
almoſt inſenible , and 1s called the cremblins 
motion, performed (according to the opinion of 
latter Aſtronomers ) 1n four thouſand nine hun- 
dred years. : 

The eighr ſphere being the ſtarry firmament, 
in ſeven thouſandyears , rhe ſphere of Satzyr»in 
thirty years, of [uprter 1n twelve years, Mars in 
two years, the Sun paſſerh the Zodiack in three 


hundred ſixty five dates , Vexzs ends her courſe 
in ſomewhat more then a year, Afercrry holds 


equal pace withthe Snn, and the Moon co'rſerh 
abour the heavens once every eight and ryenty 
daies, |

Fourthly, A creek is a crooked ſhore , thruſt- 
ing forth asit were two arms, to embrace and 
affectionately to holdthe ſea ; as the Adriatich , 
Perſian. and Corinthian creek. Hitherto belong 
Rivers, Brooks, and fountains engendred of con- 
gealed aire in the earths concavities , and ſe- 
conded by ſea-waters, creeping through hidden 
crannies thereof, 


= us much of the real parts of the earth in ge- 
Neral, 

The compaſs of the whole earth is caſt by our 
lateſt learned Geographers,twenty one thouſand 
fix hundred Engliſh miles, whe we thus com- 

pute. We ſee by continued experience, that rhe 
Sun for every degree in the heavens, gaines ſixty 
miles vpon the earth towards his circuit round, 
and after three hundred fixty degrees returnerh 
to the {ame point in reſpe& of us as before it 
was. Add the number of ſixty ſo oft, and you 
will find the account the ſame, and ſo by propot- 
tlon of the circumference to the Diameter, 
Which is , tripta ſeſqm1 ſeptima, the ſame which 
twenty two hath to ſeyen, - : 
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We may count likewiſe the earths thickneſs to 
the center:The whole Diamerer by rule being leſs 
then a third part of the circuit, That in thepropor-_ 
tion to twenty one thouſand fix hundred, will be. 
ſxrhouſand eight hundred ſeventy two, halfe the. 
number will reach the middle of rhe world , and 
chat 1s, three thouſand four hundred thirty fix, 
being conkdered with great exactneſs, as the 
meaſure of ſuch a great bulk as the earth 1s, can 
ealily be taken and comprehended. 

Geographers attribute unto rhe earth five 
circles, 

The firſt is the EquinoCtial, when the Sunin his. 
courſe is come thereunto; abour the eleventh of *_ 
March and September, the day and the night are 
of equal length through the whole _ It is 

_ alforermed the Equaror , and by the ſea-faring 


men the middle Line; becauſe it divideth the 


earth into two equal parts, of which the one ly- 
eth rowards fas , the other rowards the 
ſouth. And becauſe ir.is in the nuddeſ(t between 
the two poles of the world, one in the north, the 
other inthe ſouth. The ſecond -circle 1s called 
the Tropick of the Crabb , becauſe when the 
ſun is come thither abour the tenth of [are it 
returneth: by little and lictle unto the Equaror. 
And then unto them that dwell on the north- 
fide of the Equator, 1s the day longeſt ;\andſhor- 
reſt to them that dwell on the Touthſde 
thereof, This circle 1s diſtin from the Equi-' 
notial twenty three degrees , three mi- 


© nures 
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nutes and an halfe, Northward. 

The third is called the Tropick of Capricorn, 
| becauſe the ſun being come thereto on the ele- 
venth of December, turnerh his courſe backward 
ro the Equator; and -then contrariwie, to 
them who live on the north of che Equator 1s 
rhe day ſhorteſt, and longeſt ro them on the 
ſouth Say - 1t 1s diftant from the Equinoctial 
ſouthward twenty three degrees, thirty one mt- 
' utes and an half. | 

The fourth is called theArRtick circle;the fifth 
the Antartick ; of which the one is diſtant rwen- 
ty three degrees, thirty one minutes and an half 
from the no: th pole; the other juſt ſo many from . 
the ſouth pole. And are deſcribed by the revolu- 
tion of heaven from the Poles of the Zodiack, 
which 15 the ſun, Aercator cheancient Aftrono- 
mer underſiood by the Ar&tick circle not anely 
char aforeſaid , bur alſo every circle whoſe half 
Diameter anſwererh ro the pole in any place 
whatſoever, and containerh,according to the Al- 

. fitnde of every countrey , certain ſtarrs , which | 
__neverſer, bur alwaies are above the earth ;ſa 
that in all regions differing in Laricude,this circle 
tsdiverſe, as alſo 1s the Antar&ick.Now the four 
leſſer circles, the rwo Tropicks and Polar circles, 
do fitly part the earth into five Zones , that 1s to 
ſay girdles, becauſe they compaſs like bands , the 
rovnd Globe of the| earth. The firſt of rheſe 
Zones lyeth under the Arrick or north circle, 
and 1s Called the cold north Zone ; the _ 

"0 yet 
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lycrth vnder the Antarrick or ſonth circle 1s cal- 
led the cold fourth Zone; the thicd is firvare in 


the middle between the rwa Tropicks called the 


ſcorched Zone; the fourth lyech under that 
which is berween rhe north circle and rhe Tro- 
pick of Cancer, andis called the remperate north 
Zone ; the fifth alſo 1s under that ſpace which is 
berween the Tropick of Capricarn, and the ſouth 
circle, andis called the remperate ſouth Zone. 
Now to underſtand rightly the firuation of 
countries, their Longicude and Latitude accor- 
ding to the mind of Geographers 1s to be known. 
The Latitude of places which with the heighr 
of the pole is alyayes one , beginning ar che E- 
quinoctial, is taken rwo manner of wayes; eirher 
towards the ſonth , or rowards the north , unto 
the number ninety. The Longicude is rerurned 
from the Meridian circle , and about the welt I- 


{lands called Carva and Flores, beginning right ar- 


the Equator eaſterly , and running forwards un- 
ro the number three hundred fixry. As for ex- 
ample, London lyerh from the Equinoctial north- 
ward , fifty one decrees and a half, which isthe 
Latitude ; and the Longicude rhereof is twenty 
degrees anſwering unto that degree of the Equi- 
noctial, reckoning from the Meridian, 

And now that I have briefly rovched vpon the 
Longitude and Larirude of conntries, and having 
- often ſpoke of the Meridian and Horizon : 1 ſhall 
| Thope not vnprofitably rake rime in a word or 
rwo, to tell you what each of them are, Xe” 
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' The Meridian 1sa, great circle rounding the 
earth from pole to pole, There are many Meri- 
diins accordirig torhe divers places in which a 
man liverh. Bur the chief and firſt Meridian paſ- 
ſeth through the iſlands Saint Michael and of the 
Azores, 

TheHor1zonas a great circle deſigning ſo great 
a ſpace of the earth as a quick fight can ken in 
an open field: rhe uſe of it 1s ro diſcern the di- 
yers rifings and ſettings of the ſtarrs, 

I ſhall now ſpeak a lictle of the Climates, and 
Parallels, and then I hope I have done with 
things generally concerning the earth, 

Aichmate 1s a ſpace of the earth included 
within the ſpace of riwo parallels, 

The uſe of rhem 15 ro ſhew the difference of 
length and ſhortneſs of daies over all the world, 
as you may ſee 1n the- midſt of every climate, 
che number of the longelt day in the year, under 
that climate ; the longeſt day in one climate dif- 
fering half an hour from the longeſt of another, 
ſo that there are twenty four climates, conſiſting 
of forty eight parallels, ere the day come to be 
rwenty four houres of length , which 1s twelye 
houres longer thenthe EquinoQtiall day is. Now 
under the EquinoCctaal line,and thirteen degrees, 
that 1s, three parallels on either ſide thereof, 
the dayes exceed not the length of twelye 
houres, bur after in every clime encreaſe the 
length of half an hour; and when they come to 
forty eight parallels and twenty four _—_ 

ag 
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(as I ſaid before) the dayes being then twenty 
four honres long, their encreaſe is chenby whole 
weeks and moneths , ll in the rwenty fourth 
clime abour the pole , the day is full half a year 
long; and it 1s thus berween the Equator and the 
notth pole. Soir 1s berweenrhe ſaid Equator and 
the ſouth pole : wherefore rhere are two ſorts of 
climes, rhar is, twenty four northern, and as ma- 
ry ſouthern, touching rhe names of which and 
other circumſtances, I ſhall ſay nothing here, bur 
leave the readers to other more lons diſcourſes, 
thinking this enongh- 11 a tra& of this nature to 
have ſpoken of things generally concerning the 
whole earth, |

England together with Scotland on the north 
part thereof, maketh che greate(t land of Eu- 
rope, and the richeſt inthe world, fituated ina ve- 
ry temperate ſoil and wholeſome air, and excee- 
ding fruitful in wheat and other grain, hath ma- 
ny pleaſant rivers, plentifully ſtored with fiſh, 
excellent havens , commodious and ſafe, mines 
of ſilver, lead, iron,eſperially of fine time; innu- 
merable flocks of ſheep , bearing fine wool , of 
which is made cloth thar ſerves not only them-.

Mahomeriſme.

Ethiopia ſuperior 1s bounded onthe eaſt with 
the Red Sea , and the Sus Barbariczs, on the 
welt with Zyb:a inferior - the Realm of Nab:z 
in the land.of Negros, and part of the Kingdome 
ofCongo in the other Erhiopia,&onthe north with 
Egypt, and Lybia Marmarica , and on the ſouti:

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A Meria, the fourth parr ofthe. world, hath 
obrained this name from Americus Veſpu- 
2145, who 1n the year of Chriſt one thouſand four 
hundred ninery ſeven, did ſail about ic ; bur it 
was fir{t of all diſcovered by Chriſtopher Colum- 
bus, five years before , who went out with the 
authority of Ferdinando King of Caſtile, and 
called it the new #eſt-Indies , by reaſon of the 
likeneſs, where they ſeem torerurn tothe other 
Inares, 1t is fried into two parts, one is called 
Mexicana and Peruana: the Spamards and Hol- 
landerspoſleſs a great part thereof, which they 
have fortified very ſtrongly : it is exceeding rich 
of gold and filver, inſomuch , thar as rhe Hiſto- 
r1ans witneſs, Artalalipa King of Peru, being 
taken priſoner hy the Spamard , for his ranſome 
did offer and promiſe to fill his priſon, being a 
lace of twelve foor long and ſeventeen foot 
ace full of gold, roſuch a heighr, as he 
ſanding upon the toes of his feet, was able to 
reach with thepoints of his fingers-firetched on 
high; orfill the ſame twice as full of 6ilyer , 1£ 
they had rather have that, unro the uppermoſt 
roof of it - yea the Sparzards when they firſt en- 
tred jnro the country ſhod their horſes both with 
oold and filver, as Hiſtorians reftihe, Peruana is 
aivided nay adajes into three ſeveral parts, ac- 
cording to the ſituation of the land, to wir , 1 
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plain land, 1n mountains, and in lands which are 
hilly grounds without them. Our of theſe coun- 
tries are brought over into Exrope , gold, filver,
